Arizona Pioneer Passes Away 
at His Home in Layton

Alonzo Hamilton 
Packer aged 
76 years 
died at 
his 
home 
in 
Layton 
Friday 
March 
23 
1917 
from 
general debility 
incident 
to old age 
Mr Packer was 
born at Nau 
voo 
Illinois 
April 
14 
1841 
He 
was the son of Johnathan T and 
Avilda Packer who were among 
the early pioneers of Utah 
It was in 1860 when he settled 
in Brigham City where he lived 
until the spring of 
1884 
when 
he and his family moved trf Lay 
ton 
Arizona 
where they 
ft rived 
in October of that year and have 
resided here since that time 
He 
is survived 
by his wife 
Annie Parker Packer five daugh- 
ters

Elder Packer served faithfully
